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A MESSAGE FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 


At face value, prospects appear dim for meeting the Governor’s 
revised budget for Fiscal 1981. During the next two months, the 
state must gain an additional $50 million over last year’s total. But 
encouraging indicators point toward progress. 

Last month, general revenue receipts increased over the same 
period last year for the third straight month. April general revenue 
totaled $166,661 ,249, up $6.2 million (3.9%) over April, 1980. 

April receipts for all three major revenue sources increased over 
April, 1980. Individual income tax receipts made the strongest 
showing, outpacing last April by $11 million. April sales tax receipts 
jumped $3 million over April, 1980. And corporate income tax 
receipts for the month edged slightly ahead of last year. 

The Governor's revised budget for this year calls for $82 million 
more than was received in 1980. But in January of this year, receipts 
for the year-to-date lagged almost $14 million behind the same 
period a year ago. Consequently, the state began February needing 
an extra $95 million to balance the budget. Receipts for the past 
three months have whittled that deficit down to $50 million, inching 
closer to the Governor's revised budget. 

Agreed, the next two months must be even stronger than the 
previous three. But there’s room for some optimism. For instance, 
last month's receipts increased despite the absence of a major tax 
source recorded in April a year ago: the county foreign insurance 
tax, paid annually by insurance companies on premiums sold, and 
due May |. The good news is that the expected county foreign in- 
surance taxes will be recorded in May receipts, giving May figures a 
positive boost. 

If the positive trend of the past three months continues, much of 
the $50 million deficit can be erased. Just how much is erased 
remains to be seen. One fact remains clear: the Missouri Constitution 
requires a balanced budget. And if the state falls short of operating 
funds, more cutbacks will be necessary.
